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SUMMARY
The Washoe County Community Services Department's water telemetry system is

required by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) to replace existing radios

with FCC narrow-band compliant radios. Washoe County utilizes radio telemetry to

commturicate with municipal water wells, water storage tanks and other critical
infrastructure supporting the delivery of potable water. This work was planned for
implementation within the current fiscal year will bring that communication system into
compliance with current FCC regulations prior to the merger of the Washoe County

water utility with the Truckee Meadows Water Authority.

Sealed bids for this work were opened on August 14,2014. One bid was determined to

be "not responsive" per Nevada Revised Statutes, Title 28, Chapter 338.141.3. The list
of bids received for this project is as follows:

There has been no previous action regarding this item.

BACKGROT]ND
O, J*rarT t, )Otl, the FCC required that all public safety and business industrial land

mobile radio systems switch from operathg 25 kHz systems in the 150-174 MHz and

421-5l2MHz bands (VHF and UHF) and must migrate to the more efficient 12.5 kHz

(narrowband) channets. This is a national requirement. The Community Services

Department received a waiver from the FCC to allow until January 1, 2015 for

completion. The project was included with the approved FY 2014-15 Capital

Improvement Program and will bring into compliance all of the Washoe County water

telemetry system with the FCC narrow-band rule.

Planning and development of the project specifications was done under a contract with

CH2M Hill Inc. which was previously approved by the Washoe County purchasing

manager in the amount of $27,000. The work involved in this contract consists of the

procurement and installation of replacement licensed radios.

The Board of County Commissioners previously approved the merger of the County's

Water Utility with the Truckee Meadows Water Authority on March 11,2014. This

project will allow the Truckee Meadows Water Authority to acquire water systems fully
in compliance with all federal regulations.

One contractor did not list themselves as required on the sub-contractor forms and was

deemed non-responsive per NRS Chapter 228.141.3

INTRODUCTION

construction contracts to help assure that reasonable insurance coverage is purchased and safe working conditions

are maintained. Indemnification and hold harmless clauses are intended to assure that CONTRACTOR acceps and

is able to pay for the loss or liability related to its activities.

BIDDERS' ATTENTION IS DTRECTED TO THE INSURANCE REQI.NREMENTS BELOW. IT IS HIGHLY

RECOMMENDED THAT BIDDERS CONFER WITH THEIR RESPECTTVE INSURANCE CARRIERS OR

BROKERS TO DETERMTNE IN ADVANCE OF BID SUBMISSION THE AVAILABILITY OF INSURANCE

CERTIFTCATES AND ENDORSEMENTS AS PRESCRIBED AND PROVIDED HEREIN. TF THERE ARE

ANY QUESTIONS REGARDING THESE INSURANCE REQTJIREMENTS, IT IS RECOMMENDED TTIAT

THE AGENT/BROKER CONTACT THE COLINTY RISK MANAGER DIRECTLY AT (775) 328-2071. IF ANY

APPARENT LOW BIDDER FAILS TO COMPLY STRICTLY W]TH THE INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS,

THAT BIDDER MAY BE DISQUALIFIED FROM AWARD OF THE CONTRACT.

INDEIVINIFICATION AGREEMENT

CONTRACTOR agrees to hold harmless, indemniff, and defend COLINTY, its officers, agents, employees, and

volunteers from any loss or liability, financial or otherwise resulting from any claim, demand, suit, action, or cause

of action based on bodily iqiury including death or propefty damage, including damage to CONTRACTOR'S

property or injury to CONTRACTOR'S employee, caused by any action, either direct or passive, the omission,
-fuit*. 

io act, or negligence on the part of CONTRACTOR, its employees, agents, representatives, or Subcontractors

arising out of the performance of work under this Agreement by CONTRACTOR, or by others under the direction

or supervision of CONTRACTOR.

CONTRACTOR must either defend COUNTY or, upon determination that the work performed by CONTRACTOR

was negligent in any manner or that CONTRACTOR failed to perform any duty set forth in this Agreement, pay

COt-lNiylS costs related to the investigation and defense of any claim, demand, action, or cause of action.

If COLiNTy'S personnel are involved in defending such actions, CONTRACTOR shall reimburse COTINTY for the

time spent by such personnel at the actual cost incuned by COTINTY for such services.

In determining the nature of the claim against COUNTY, the incident underlying the claim shall determine the

nature of the claim, notwithstanding the form of the allegations against COUNTY.

GEI\IERAL REQUIREMENTS

CONTRACTOR shall purchase Industrial Insurance, General Liability, Automobile Liability, Properfy Insurance

and professional Insurance as described below. The cost of such insurance shall be included in the

CONTRACTOR'S bid.



INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE

It is understood and agreed that there shall be no Industrial Insurance coverage provided for CONTRACTOR or any

Subcontractor by COUNTY. CONTRACTOR agrees, as a precondition to the performance of any work under this

Agreement and as a precondition to any obligation of the COUNTY to make any payment under this Agreement to

provide COLJNTY with a certificate issued by an insurer in accordance with NRS 6168.627 and with certificates of
an insurer showing coverage pursuant to NRS 617.210 for CONTRACTOR and all subcontractors.

If CONTRACTOR or Subcontractor is unlicensed and is a sole proprietor, coverage for the sole proprietor must be

purchased and evidence of coverage must appear on the Certificate of Insurance. Such requirement may be waived

for a sole proprietor who does not use the seryices ofany employees, subcontractors, or independent contractors and

completes an Affirmation of Compliance pursuant to NRS 6168.627(2).

It is firther understood and agreed by and between COUNTY and CONTRACTOR that CONTRACTOR shall

procure, pay for, and maintain the above mentioned industrial insurance coverage at CONTRACTOR'S sole cost and

expense.

Should CONTRACTOR be self-funded for Industrial Insurance, CONTRACTOR shall so notif, COUNTY in

writing prior to the signing of this Agreement. COUNTY reserves the right to approve said retentions, and may

request additional documentation, financial or other"wise, for review prior to the signing of this Agreement.

MINIMUM LIMITS OF INSI]RANCE

CONTRACTOR shall maintain limits no less than:

l. General Liability: $1,000,000 combined single limit per occlrlrence for bodily injury, personal injury and

property damage. If Commercial General Liability Insurance or other form with a general aggregate limit is
used, the general a1gllegate limit shall be increased to equal twice the required occurrence limit or revised to

apply separately to each project or location.

2. Automobile Liability: $1,000,000 combined single limit per accident for bodily injury and proper$

damage, covering "Any Auto." No aggregate limits may apply.

3. Professional Errors and Omissions as required by Risk Manager, $-0-.

DEDUCTIBLES A}ID SELF.INST]RBD RETENTIONS

Any deductibles or self-insured retentions must be declared to and approved by the COUNTY Risk Management

Division. COUNTY reserves the right to request additional documentation, financial or otherwise, prior to giving its

approval of the deductibles and self-insured retention and prior to executing the underlying agreement. Any changes

to the deductibles or self-insured retentions made during the term of this Agreement or during the term of any policy,

must be approved by the COTINTY Risk Manager prior to the change taking effect.

OTHER INSURANCE PROVISIONS

The policies are to contain, or be endorsed to contain, the following provisions:
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I. General Liabilitv and Automobile Liability Coverages

a. COLNTY, its officers, agents, employees, and volunteers are to be included as insureds as respects

damages and defense arising from: activities performed by or on behalf of CONTRACTOR,

including the insured's general supervision of CONTRACTOR; products and completed operations

of CONTRACTOR;premises owned, occupied, or used by CONTRACTOR;or automobiles

owned, leased, hired, or borrowed by the CONTRACTOR. The coverage shall contain no special

limitations on the scope of protection afforded to the additional insureds nor shall the rights of the

additional insureds be affected by the insured's duties after an accident or loss'

b. CONTRACTOR'S insurance coverage shall be primary insurance as respects COUNTY, its

officers, agents, employees, and volunteers. Any insurance or self-insurance maintained by

COUNTY, its officers, employees, or volunteers shall be excess of CONTRACTOR'S insurance

and shall not contribute with it in any way.

c. Any failure to comply with reporting provisions of the policies shall not affect coverage provided to

COLINTY, its officers, agents, employees, or volunteers'

d. CONTRACTOR'S insurance shall apply separately to each insured against whom claim is made or

suit is brought, except with respect to the limits of the insurer's liability.

2. ProperLv Coverages

CONTRACTOR shall provide builders risk insurance on an "All RisK' basis on a policy form satisfactory

to COUNTY. The limit of coverage will be the amount necessary to cover the bid value of any structures in

the Contract or other value determined by COLINTY. CONTRACTOR shall provide boiler and machinery

insurance coverage or other forms ofproperty insurance as appropriate for the project. Ifthe project is in a

flood plain, COUNTY reserves the right to require flood coverage at CONTRACTOR'S expense. Losses

paid under any property insurance policy or policies shall be paid directly to COUNTY by the insurer(s).

3. All Coverages

Each insurance policy required by this clause shall be endorsed to state that coverage shall not be

suspended, voided, canceled, or non-renewed by either CONTRACTOR or by the insurer, reduced in

"ou"rug" 
or in limits except after thirfy (30) days' prior written notice by certified mail, retum receipt

requested, has been given to COTNTY except for nonpayment of premium.

ACCEPTABILITY OF INSI'RERS

Insurance is to be placed with insurers with a Best's rating of no less than A-: VII. COLINTY, with the approval of

the Risk Manager, may accept coverage with carriers having lower Best's ratings upon review of financial

information conceming CONTRACTOR and insurance carrier. COLJNTY reserves the right to require that

CONTRACTOR'S insurer be a licensed and admitted insurer in the State of Nevada, or on the Insurance

Commissioner's approved but not admitted list'

VERIFICATION OF COVERAGE

CONTRACTOR shall furnish COLINTY with cenificates of insurance and with original endorsements affecting

coverage required by this exhibit. The certificates and endorsements for each insurance policy are to be signed by a



person authorized
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by that insurer to bind coverage on its behalf. All certificates and endorsements are to be

**k "ii*nr""t. COUNTY reserves the right to require complete certified copies of all required insurance

policies at any time.

SUBCONTRACTORS

CONTRACTOR shall include all Subcontractors as insureds under its policies or shall fumish separate certificates

and endorsements for each Subcontractor. All coverages for Subcontractors shall be subject to all of the

requirements stated herein.

MISCELLANEOUS CONDITIONS

1. CONTRACTOR shall be responsible for and remedy all damage or loss to any properly, including property

of COUNTY, caused in whole or in part by CONTRACTOR, any Subcontractor, or anyone employed,

directed, or supervised by CONTRACTOR.

Z. Nothing herein contained shall be consffued as limiting in any way the extent to which CONTRACTOR

may be held responsible for payment of damages to persons or property resulting from its operations or the

operations ofany Subcontractors under it.

3. In addition to any other remedies COUNTY may have if CONTRACTOR fails to provide or maintain any

insurance policies or policy endorsements to the extent and within the time herein required, COUNTY may,

at its sole option:

a. Purchase such insurance to cover any risk for which COLINTY may be liable through the operations

of CONTRACTOR under this Agreement and deduct or retain the amount of the premiums for such

insurance from any sums due under the Agreement;

b. Order CONTRACTOR to stop work under this Agreement and/or withhold any payments which

become due CONTRACTOR here under until CONTRACTOR demonstrates compliance with the

requirements hereof; or,

c. Terminate the Agreement.

SAFETY PROGRAM

CONTRACTOR shall be responsible for initiating, maintaining, and supervising all safety precautions and progams

in connection with the work.

CONTRACTOR shall take all necessary precautions for the safety of and shall provide all necessary protection to

prevent damage, injury, or loss to:

1. All employees on the work site and all other persons who may be affected thereby.

2. All the worlg materials, and equipment to be incorporated therein, whether in storage on or off the site.

3. Other property at the site or adjacent thereto, including trees, shrubs, lawns, walks, pavements, roadways,

structures, ani utilities not desigrrated for removal, relocation, or replacement in the course of construction.

CONTRACTOR shall designate a responsible member of its organization at the site whose duty shall be the

prevention of accidents. This person shall be CONTRACTOR'S superintendent unless otherwise desigrrated in

writing by CONTRACTORTo the Owner and the Engineer.

ARBITRATION

Any litigation arising out of this Agreement shall be governed by the Nevada Rules of Arbitration as delineated in

part v(e) of the Nevada Supreme Court Rules. Both CoLINTY and CONTRACToR retain the right to bring the

other in as a party to any arbitration or litigation arising out of the work performed under this Agreement'
